issues of the fall campaign have 


now been defined absolutely. They 


are the tariff and trusts. 


This declaration was made yes­ 


terday by a democrat in this city 


in close touch with the campaign 


committee, 
although the speaker 


declined to talk oflicially. 


“ Speaker 
Henderson 
has 
not 


only made it possible for the demo­ 


crats to bow gracefully out of any 


Philippine discussion or imperial­ 
istic talk before the people of the 


country,” he said, “ but 
he 
has 


made it imperative on ,the orators 


of his own party in all sections of 


the country to talk on the tariff 
and incidentally on the trusts. 


“ He has rendered null and void 


the work of the senatorial confer­ 
ence at Oyster Bay, in which the 


president sought advice of the lead­ 


ers of the senate as to 
what 
he 
should say on his western trip. 


“ The president will now be com­ 
pelled to talk tariff. 
In fact, he 
will be compelled to make promises 
that the tariff shall be revised. 
“ A ll this has the speaker 
did 
by his refusal to luo, because, he 
alleges, he is not in harmony with 
the overwhelming sentiment of his 
party in his state for tariff revision.

The horfc and mule famine in 
St. Louis promises to become very 
serious, if the demand for teams 
for hauling, especially in connec­ 
tion with W orld’s Fair and down­ 
town building opsrations continues 
to increase, say s the Globe-Demo- 
crat. 
Never before in the history 
of the city has there been such a 
shortage of draft animals. 
Build­ 
ing and grading contractors are 
offering almost fabulous prices for 
teams, and even the transfer com­ 
panies find it difficult to get them. 
The average price paid to team­ 
sters is ^4,50 to $5.00 per day , 
while less than six months ago 
I3.50 per day was the maximum. 
It is said that one transfer com­ 
pany has offered to pay $5.00 a day 
for teams without wagons. 
Various causes are assigned for 
this condition, chief among which 
is the large number of teams re­ 
quired at the W orld’s Fair grounds. 
One contractor who has a small 
army of men and teams in his em­ 
ploy , estimates that x,ooo horses 
and mules can be used in St. Louis 
at $5 per team per day . 
The large 
amount of street repair work being 
done by the city is given as another 
cause for the shortage. 
Street 
Commissioner 
Varrelmann 
say s 
that the scarcity ’ of teams is more 
serious than ever before and the 
man with a team of draft horses 
can command almost any price. 
He say s his department has been 
seriously handicapped on account 
of the high prices it is necessary to 
pay . 
Dealers in horses and mules say 
it is impossible to get enough to 
supply the demand, although prices 
are higher than they have been for 
y ears. 
Few people are aware that 
mules command a higher market 
price than horses. 
Good mules are 
being bought by dealers at I150 to 
I19 0 apiece, while the price of 
draft borses is $155 to $185. 
In 
several instances, contractors have 
offered to buy teams outright, in 
•order to get them. 
On all large 
contracts the work must be com­ 
pleted within a specified time and 
teams must be had at any price. 
On grading jobs contractors say 
that mules are preferable to horses 
because they are more active. 
One 
contractor stated last night that 
unless the present condition was 
relieved very soon it would mean 
the loss of thousands of dollars to 
St. Louis business men. 
Most of the heavy horses which 
are received on the local market are 
shipped here from Kansas City and 
the west and advices from there 
are that the same conditions exist. 
Feed is comparatively cheap now 
to what It was last fall and winter 
and the man who owns a team of 
heavy 
horses can make higher 
wages than have been paid for 
y ears. 
The shortage of horses and 
moles has been growing more ap­ 
parent than ever since last A pril,” 
said a contractor last evening. “ A t 
that time we had plenty of teams 
and were only pay ing $3.50 a day 
for them. 
N ow $4.50 is the least 
we pay and we have offered 9 5 a 
day for them. 
The stone quar­

capped and unless something hap­ 
pens soon to relieve the shortage 
building operations will be delay ed 
greatly . 
Conditions are such that 
the contractors bid . against each 
other in order to procure teams.
